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1 . a usually reliable, confidential source of this office 
recently learned from a member of the OUN/M organization (Organization 
of Ukrainian Nationalists/Melnick faction) that approximately 20-40 
individuals in the UkSSR were arrested by Soviet authorities in 
August 1965. Among those involved were individuals reportedly in 
contact with members of the OUN/M in the West. The arrests took 
place following a gathering of students and young writers near Kiev. 

It reportedly is believed that the group was betrayed to the KGB by 
one of the participants. The OUN/M member who reported the incident 
to our source has speculated that Ivan Vasylovych KOLASKA revealed 

to Vitaliy KOROTYCII the names of Soviet individuals in contact 
with OUN/M people in the West. (See report on KOLASKA in OCOW-SS34, 
dated 21 October 1965). (Our views on KOROTYCH will be forwarded 
separately. ) 

2. Reportedly KOLASKA was introduced to various Melnick people 

in Canada by fnu FEDYK (whose Christian name is believed to be Dmytro) , 
and Mykola MOTA AKA MOTTA, who since have accused each other of 
being agents of the KGB. (FEDYK's home address is 665 Broadview 
Avenue, Toronto. Telephone: 463-6350. He was born ca. 1919, is a 

Canadian citizen of Ukrainian descent, who arrived in Canada in the 
1930's. He is married, a member of the Melnick organization. He 
reportedly owns a coffee shop at the Hotel Waverly, 484 Spadina 
Avenue. Telephone: 921-2141, MOTA travelled to the UkSSR in the 

early 1960*s.) 

3. MOTA and KOLASKA reportedly have been maintaining contact 
with Oleg M. KHOMENKO, Ivan F, SflPEDKO and fnu ROMANI UK of the 
Soviet Embassy in Canada, Stepan MACIEVICH AKA MATSIYEVICH and Mykola 
HNATIV of Winnipeg. They reportedly also maintain contact with 
Petro KRAVCHUK. (KHAVCHUK of 1164 Dundas Avenue, Toronto 3,
